Israel was rep orted avoiding 
an immediate challenge to the 
announced blockade of its direct 
route to Iranian oil and other 
cargoes from the East.

U.S. Diplomats 
Turn to U.N. 
In Crisis 


WASHINGTON (AP) - With 
the dep arture of Israel’s For­ 
eign Minister Abba Eban, U.S. 
dip lomats turned to the United 
Nations today for the next round 
in strenuous dip lomatic efforts 
to keep the Middle East crisis 
from erup ting into a shooting 
war. 
Eban wound up a hurried trip 
to Washington with a I 1-2-hour 
talk with President Johnson Fri­ 
day night before returning to 
Israel to rep ort to his p rime 
minister. 
By 
agreement, 
neither the 
White House nor the Israeli

would 
comment 
on 
Eban’s day -and-a-half of discus­ 
sions with the President, Secre­ 
tary of State Dean Rusk, Secre­ 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc­

U.S.

Rusk counseled restraint on 
all sides of the Middle East 
disp ute Friday during a sp eech- 
making trip to Des Moines, 
Iowa. 
“The situation remains very 
tense but we are hop eful that 
good sense will p revail,” Rusk 
said.

States should p ut p ressure on 
Israel not to attack Egy p t, he 
said: “Every body should coun 
sel every body to keep calm and 
moderate in this serious situa 
tion, but I don’t feel it is incum­ 
bent up on us to assume resp on 
sibility for restraining one of the 
p arties.”

His sp eech came after Al Ah- 
ram, which often reflects Nas­ 
ser’s 
p olitical 
thinking, 
said 
Egy p t had achieved its objec­ 
tives against Israel and that 
war would come only if Israel 
starts it. 
“ The United States is our ene­ 
my ,” Nasser declared. “ Britain 
is our enemy . Both are taking 
sides with Israel. So long as 
they sup p ort Israel, they are 
our 
enemies. 
When 
we 
are 
try ing to exercise our legal 
rights, they threaten us with 
war and say p eace is endan­ 
gered.” 
He said he hop ed all Arab 
countries around Israel would 
form a solid front, but conceded 
there were difficulties with Jor­ 
dan, Israel’s eastern neighbor.

SACRAMENTO, Calif.

. Gov. Ronald Reagan, less 
than five months after his inau­ 
guration, is the author of a tax 
increase p rogram totaling more 
than $1 billion. 
Reagan asked the legislature 
Friday to add $128 million to the 
$946 million tax boost asked in 
March. He said falterng busi­ 
ness wasn’t bringing in the rev­ 
enue the state’s fiscal forecast­ 
ers had exp ected, forcing the 
boost. 
In January , Reagan p ledged 
that his new Rep ublican admin­ 
istration would turn to new tax­ 
es only if it “becomes clear that 
economies alone cannot balance 
the budget.” 
Reagan soon found that the 
built-in mounting costs of run­ 
ning a state of nearly 20 million 
resident would overwhelm his 
economy efforts.

most sections of the nation en­ 
joy ed 
reasonably 
p leasant 
weather today — the first full 
day of the extended Memorial 
Day weekend. 
A line of thunderstorms devel­ 
op ed from the Texas Panhandle 
to central Nebraska, and most 
of Colorado, Nebraska and Kan­ 
sas and p arts of Utah rep orted 
rain. 
Cool air chilled New England, 
after a severe two-day storm, 
and most of the northern and 
central Plains. 
For the bulk of the nation, 
conditions wore fine. Temp er­ 
atures ranged from the low 8 0s 
in the South to the low 70s in the 
central Midwest. 
The 
New 
England 
storm, 
which drop p ed rain in deluge 
p rop ortions and heavy snows in 
the north, has moved out to sea. 
Five deaths and millions of dol­ 
lars in p rop erty damage were 
attributed to it.

Plains caused substantial dam­ 
age northwest of Smih Cener, 
Kau., where hail destroy ed the 
wheat crop in a 35-mile area.

Early morning temp eratures 
ranged from 37 at Houlton, 
Maine, to 8 0 at Needles, Calif.

LANCASTER, Ohio (AP)— A 
young Lancaster mother acquit­ 
ted in the slay ing of her daught­ 
er will be committed to Lima 
State Hosp ital because of Fri­ 
day ’s verdict of innocent by 
reason of insanity .

Junk Item Is Identified 


As W ork of Michelangelo 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — A 
Vatican art exp ert say s an arm ­ 
less wooden crucifix that was 
sold along with old broken furni­ 
ture by a nearby monastery is a 
rare sculp ture by Michelangelo. 
The IU. Rev. Msgr. Mario 
Pinzuti, director of the Vati­ 
can's Institute for Art Restora­ 
tion, said Friday he had studied 
the crucifix several months. 
The 
monastery , 
in 
Viterlo, 
sold the p iece to an unidentified 
Italian who ap p arently had no 
idea it might be the work of the 
Renaissance master. The cruci­ 
fix, 35 inches high, is made of 
olive wood. 
Six months ago Roman art 
collector Aido d’Urso bought it 
from the Italian for 25 million 
lire—$40,000. D’Urso said a New 
York gallery , which he declined 
to name, has offered him $2 mil­ 
lion for the crucifix. 
The unidentified man bought 
tile crucifix, some old chairs, 
benches and chests from the 
Convento della Verita—Monas 
tery of Truth—at Viterbo for an 
undisclosed p rice. 
Msgr. Pinzuti said Michelan­ 


gelo most likely made the cruci­ 
fix for the Monastery of the 
Holy Sp irit in Florence when the 
monastery took him in as a 
guest and allowed him to study 
anatomy on corp ses in its hosp i­ 
tal. 
The Vatican art scholar said 
an inscrip tion on the p iece, dat­ 
ed 1607 or 1608 , reads: “Antonio 
Sp engini had me buy this work 
by Michelangelo from the Mon­ 
astery of the Holy Sp irit.” 
The inscrip tion, Pinzuti said, 
was discovered when the man 
who first bought the crucifix 
from 
the 
Viterbo 
monastery 
dip p ed it into hot water to clean 
it up . The water divluged a hick 
lay er of p an andrevealed 
the 
inscrip tion. 
Msgr. Binzuiti said the fea­ 
tures of the crucifix resemble 
those of the Christ in Michelan­ 
gelo’s famed Pieta in St. Peter’s 
and in a drawing by Michelan­ 
gelo now iu a museum at Ox­ 
ford, England. 
D’Urso said he had no inten­ 
tion of selling the armless cruci­ 
fix but would gladly lend it to 
museums to exhibit around the 
world.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) — A 
p ower failure crip p led 
down­ 
town Cincinnati Saturday , dis­ 
rup ting normal city activity and 
causing three major dep artment 
stores to close. 
All p ower in a square-mile 
downtown area was shut down 
at 6:30 a.m. so rep airs could be 
made to a cable failure that 
had touched off tile p ower crisis 
at 11:35 p . rn. Friday . 
Sp okesmen for the Cincinnati 
Gas and Electric Co. refused to 
“ hazard a guess” when rep airs 
would be comp leted aud service 
restored, but it was exp ected 
to be a m atter of hours. 
Meanwhile hotel and office 
building elevators were at a 
standstill. Essential electric fa­ 
cilities in restaurants and other 
business p laces were out. Inop ­ 
erative traffic lights caused con­ 
fusion at intersections as work- 
bound 
motorists 
entered 
the 
area, many of them unaware 
of the p ower failure. 
Police rep orted numerous in­ 
stances of looting and vandal­ 
ism during the initial blackout 
that began shortly before mid­ 
night and continued for three 
or four hours.

Ronald Reagan, less 
than five months after his inau­ 
guration, is the author of a tax 
increase program totaling more 
than $1 billion.

Junk Item Is Identified 


As Work of Michelangelo 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — A 
Vatican art expert says an arm­ 
less wooden crucifix that was 
sold along with old broken furni­ 
ture by a nearby monastery is a 
rare sculpture by Michelangelo. 
The Rt. Rev. Msgr. Mario 
Pinzuti, director of the Vati­ 
can’s Institute for Art Restora­ 
tion, said Friday he had studied 
the crucifix several months. 
The monastery, 
in Viterlo, 
sold the piece to an unidentified 
Italian who apparently had no 
idea it might be the work of the 
Renaissance master. The cruci­ 
fix, 35 inches high, is made of 
olive wood. 
Six months ago Roman art 
collector Aldo d’Urso bought it 
from the Italian for 25 million 
lire—$40,000. D’Urso said a New 
York gallery, which he declined 
to name, has offered him $2 mil­ 
lion for the crucifix.

Binzuiti said the fea­ 
tures of tile crucifix resemble 
those of the Christ in Michelan­ 
gelo^s famed Pieta in St. Peter’s 
and in a drawing by Michelan­ 
gelo now in a museum at Ox­ 
ford, England. 
D’Urso said he had no inten­ 
tion of selling the armless cruci­ 
fix but would gladly lend it to 
museums to exhibit around the 
world.

In ocu latin g soy bean s ju st be­ 
fore plan tin g to in su re good 
n odu lation of the crop is a good 
an d in ex pen siv e practice, ac­ 
cordin g to Lewis C. Saboe, Ohio 
State Un iv ersity Ex ten sion Soy ­ 
bean specialist. 
In creased y ields from in ocu l­ 
ation may be n oticeable espec­ 
ially with soy bean s grown on 
lan d for the first time, he say s. 
Bu t effectiv e n odu lation is a 
major econ omic factor with aU 
soy bean produ ction sin ce more 
than three pou n ds of fertilizer 
n itrogen are requ ired to su b­ 
stitu te for on e pou n d of n odu le 
n itrogen . 
. 
^ 
A well n odu lated crop of soy ­ 
bean s will con v ert 60 to 65 
pou n ds per acre of n itrogen 
applied as fertilizer. 
Man y ty pes of materials an d 
man y differen t methods hav e 
been u sed to pre-in ocu late soy ­ 
bean seed. Gen erally , Saboe su g­ 
gests u sin g an in ocu late ac­ 
cordin g to 
man u factu rers’ di­ 
rection s as close to plan tin g 
time as feasible. 
Treatin g soy bean seed with a 
fu n gicide u su ally is n ot recom 
men ded for u se with high germ 
in ation (80 per cen t or better) 
seed. Howev er, accordin g to the 
specialist, stan ds may be in 
creased with a fu n gicide when 
(1) seed isn ’t 
high 
qu ality , 
(2) seed has less than 80 per 
cen t germin ation , an d (3) when 
weather con dition s at plan tin g 
time are n ot fav orable for rapk 
germiation .

I don 't thin k y ou will hav e 
to worry abou t that n ow bu t 
y ou can keep it in min d for 
win ter. Abou a qu arter of a 
cu p of alcohol in a pail of 
water is right. Alcohol, the v ar 
iou s sodas an d ammon ia are 
damagin g to pain ted su rfaces 
an d to v arn ishes so be care­ 
fu l n ot to spatter the fu rn itu re 
or woodwork, if y ou are u sin g 
them. If y ou u se on e of the 
commercial clean ers, be su re 
to read an d follow direction s. 
Wash 
win dow frames 
an d 
sills first, then the glass pan es. 
To wash win dows, squ eeze 
y ou r cloth or spon ge as dry 
as y ou can . Wash the top, bot­ 
tom, an d middle of the pan e 
an d polish immediately with a 
clean , dry cloth, chamois or a 
cru mpled paper towel. If y ou 
u se all u p an d down strokes 
on the in side an d cross-wise 
stroked on the ou tside, y ou can 
readily see which side is streak­ 
ed. 
For v ery soiled win dows, u se 
n ewspaper first to remov e some 
of the su rplu s soil; then wash 
with on e of the mix tu res I 
men tion ed. Av oid workin g in 


direct su n as the fast dry in g 
win dows will streak. 
Stron g clean in g solu tion s are 
n ot n ecessary to clean win dows 
sin ce dirt does n ot pen etrate 
glass. Don ’t u se soap either. It 
leav es streaks o n glass tha t is 
difficu lt to remov e. If y ou hav e 
pain t or pu tty stain s 
o n win­ 
dow pan es remov e these first. 
A little ammon ia will take care 
of pu tty stain s. 
Fresh pain t can be wiped off 
with tu rpen in e. Old pain t stain s 
can be soften ed with tu rpen ­ 
tin e an d then carefu lly scrap­ 
ed with a razor blade. Hold 
the blade perfectly flat so y ou 
do n ot scratch the glass. 
Razor blades are dan gerou s 
to u se if y ou aren ’t v ery care­ 
fu l. It might pay y ou to shop 
at y ou r hardware store for a 
small in ex pen siv e tool to re 
mov e pain t marks from glass. 
Now that we hav e all the 
man agemen t details worked ou t, 
let’s get those win dows spark 
lin g again .

Mix on e-fou rh cu p of pack­ 
aged detergen t per gallon of 
water, an d apply the solu tion 
with a sprin klin g can to on e 
squ are y ard of lawn su rface 
Wihin the time of fiv e min u tes, 
activ e larv ae of su ch pests as 
sod webworms an d cu tworms 
will su rface. 
The solu tion will also show 
the presen ce of earwigs, leaf 
bu gs an d some beetles. The 
test shou ld be u sed in sev eral 
differen t areas to determin e if 
the in festation ex ists throu gh 
ou t the lawn . 
Ex amin e the test sites care 
fu lly an d iden ify each ty pe of 
in sect or mite, becau se n o sin ­ 
gle in secticide is u su ally ef­ 
fectiv e again st all lawn pests. 
lf more than a few of each 
ty pe appear, treatmen t is in 
order. 
It may be n ecessary to seek 
Hie help of a local n u rsery man 
or the Cou n ty Ex ten sion agen t 
to accu rately iden tify l a w n 
pests an d su bsequ en tly select 
the proper treatmen t.

Inoculation 


Can Increase 


Soybean Yield 


Inoculating soybeans just be­ 
fore planting to insure good 
nodulation of the crop is a good 
and inexpensive practice, ac­ 
cording to Lewis C. Saboe, Ohio 
State University Extension Soy­ 
bean specialist. 
Increased yields from inocul­ 
ation may be noticeable espec­ 
ially with soybeans grown on 
land for the first time, he says. 
But effective nodulation is a 
major economic factor with all 
soybean production since more 
than three pounds of fertilizer 
nitrogen are required to sub­ 
stitute for one pound of nodule 
nitrogen. 
. 
, 
A well nodulated crop of soy­ 
beans will convert 60 to 65 
pounds per acre of nitrogen 
applied as fertilizer. 
Many types of materials and 
many different methods have 
been used to pre-inoculate soy­ 
bean seed. Generally, Saboe sug­ 
gests using an inoculate ac­ 
cording to 
manufacturers’ di­ 
rections as close to planting 
time as feasible. 
Treating soybean seed with a 
fungicide usually is not recom­ 
mended for use with high germ­ 
ination (80 per cent or better) 
seed. However, according to the 
specialist, stands may be in­ 
creased with a fungicide when 
(1) seed isn’t 
high 
quality, 
(2) seed has less than 80 per 
cent germination, and (3) when 
weather conditions at planting 
time are not favorable for rapid 
germiation. 
Three new soybean varieties 
added to the recommended list 
for Ohioans this year include 
A-100 Amsoy and Wayne. Also 
recommended are Chippewa 64, 
Clark 63, Harosoy 63 and Lin- 
darin 63. 
Dropped from the recommen­ 
ded list this year were Shelby 
and Ross.

“Spring is busting out all 
over.” I think that’s what the 
song says. 
But who needs the words from 
a song to tell us. We can see 
its fresh blooming beauty all 
around us. Ah, but as you look 
out your window at the spring 
coloring is the view a little 
dimmed by a cloudy pane of 
glass? 
Maybe this is the motivation 
needed to make the windows 
sparkle again. Your cleaning 
recipe will take one part time, 
two parts energy and a few 
minor ingredients. 
During a survey made at 
Ohio State, women were asked 
to score difficult cleaning tasks. 
Washing windows scored as tile 
third most difficult housekeep­ 
ing task. 
Well, I’ve never iound it too 
difficult and I don’t know of 
any task that gives you more 
satisfaction than to stand back 
and look a a clean, sparkling 
window, after you have put 
forth a little effort. 
It is a good idea to make a 
round of some of the stores to 
see what is available in the 
way of labor saving equipment. 
This will include long handled 
brushes, squeegees of various 
sizes, with or without cellulose 
sponges, and long handled brush­ 
es for outside that can be at­ 
tached to garden hoses. 
There are also a number of 
cleaning preparations that can 
be sprayed on or spread on. 
But you can make your own 
cleaning solution, put it in an 
empty cosmetic or detergent 
bottle and have you: own spray. 
Be sure to label the bottle if 
you do this for safety and ef­ 
ficiency. 
Plain water will do the job 
but if you wish to add a clean­ 
ing aid, use ammonia, vine­ 
gar, borax, or alcohol. If you 
use vinegar or ammonia, add 
about a tablespoon to one quart 
of cool water or use one or 
two teaspoons of borax. 
Vinegar cuts grease and foli­ 
age stains. Ammonia 
makes 
glass sparkle. Alcohol is recom­ 
mended for cold weather to keep 
water from 
freezing 
on 
the 
panes. 
I don't think you will have 
to worry about that now but 
you can keep it in mind for 
winter. Abou a quarter of a 
cup of alcohol in a pail of 
water ii right. Alcohol, the var- 
ioui sodas and ammonia ‘are 
damaging to painted surfaces 
and to varnishes so be care­ 
ful not to spatter the furniture 
or woodwork, if you are using 
them, lf you use one of the 
commercial cleaners, be sure 
to read and follow directions. 
Wash 
window 
frames 
and 
sills first, then the glass panes. 
To wash windows, squeeze 
your cloth or sponge as dry 
as you can. Wash the top, bot­ 
tom, and middle of the pane 
and polish immediately with a 
clean, dry cloth, chamois or a 
crumpled paper towel. If you 
use all up and down strokes 
on the inside and cross-wise 
stroked on the outside, you can 
readily see which side is streak­ 
ed. 
For very soiled windows, use 
newspaper first to remove some 
of the surplus soil; then wash 
with one of the mixtures I 
mentioned. Avoid working in 


direct sun as the fast drying 
windows will streak. 
Strong cleaning solutions are 
not necessary to clean windows 
since dirt does not penetrate 
glass. Don’t use soap either. It 
leaves streaks on glass that is 
difficult to remove. If you have 
paint or putty stains on win­ 
dow panes remove these first. 
A little ammonia will take care 
of putty stains. 
Fresh paint can be wiped off 
with turpenine. Old paint stains 
can be softened with turpen­ 
tine and then carefully scrap­ 
ed with a razor blade. Hold 
the blade perfectly flat so you 
do not scratch the glass. 
Razor blades are dangerous 
to use if you aren’t very care­ 
ful. It might pay you to shop 
at your hardware store for a 
small inexpensive tool to re­ 
move paint marks from glass. 
Now that we have all the 
management details worked out, 
let’s get those windows spark­ 
ling again. 


Household detergents are be 
ing used as detectives to dis 
cover a variety of lawn pests 
before they have a chance to 
do serious damage. W. C. Mor 
gan, noted turfgrass adviser at 
the University of California Agr! 
cultural Extension Service, de 
scribes the detergent test. 
Mix one-fourh cup of pack 
aged detergent per gallon of 
water, and apply the solution 
with a sprinkling can to one 
square yard of lawn surface. 
Wihin the time of five minutes, 
active larvae of such pests as 
sod webworms and cutworms 
will surface. 
The solution will also show 
the presence of earwigs, leaf 
bugs and some beetles. The 
test should be used in several 
different areas to determine if 
the infestation exists through 
out the lawn. 
Examine the test sites care­ 
fully and idenlfy each type of 
insect or mite, because no sin­ 
gle insecticide is usually ef­ 
fective against all lawn pests. 
If more than a few of each 
type appear, treatment is In 
order. 
It may be necessary to seek 
tile help of a local nurseryman 
or the County Extension agent 
to accurately identify l a w n 
pests and subsequently select 
the proper treatment. But it is 
nice to know that a household 
standby like “regular” deter­ 
gent is ready to bring pesty 
problems out in the open.

“The worms crawl in, the 
worms crawl out.” This song, 
which you may have heard in 
your younger years, is not true 
with hogs. 
According to David Gerber, 
Area Swine agent, the pig, by 
his nature, helps himself be­ 
come infected by his eating hab­ 
its. The viable worm egg lying 
in the ground (that has been 
shed by an infected hog) just 
lies there until consumed. 
Then he is off to the races 


and when devoured becomes 
part of the pig’s food tank.

A pelleted combination of al­ 
falfa meal and urea, developed 
by scientists at the Ohio Agri­ 
cultural Research and Develop­ 
ment Center, makes possible the 
doubling of the quantity of urea 
which may be fed to high pro­ 
ducing cows without depressing 
production. 
Called Dehy-100, the new sup­ 
plement permits substitution of 
urea for more costly forms of 
supplement to furnish up to 40 
per cent of the total dietary ni-! 
trogen in high grain dairy ra-l 
tions compared to the previous 
recommended maximum of 18- j 
24 per cent. 
When Dehy-100 is added to 
corn meal at the 9 per cent lev­ 
el, it provides a concentrate ra­ 
tion containing 18-19 per cent 
crude protein equivalent. 
During the past year, milk 
yields of cows fed Dehv-100 were 
similar to those receiving soy­ 
bean oil meal as the protein 
supplement. 
Research 
Center 
dairy scientists H. R. Conrad 
and J. W. Hibbs report that av- 
erage production of cows re­ 
ceiving 
Dehy-100 
was 14.589 
pounds of 4 per cent fat cor­ 
rected milk (FCM) and 14,008 
pounds of 4 per cent FCM for 
those fed soybean oil meal. 
Top production for an individ­ 
ual cow fed Dehy-100 as the 
protein supplement bas been 107 
pounds per day. Other ration 
components included 2 0 - 3 6 
pounds of grain concentrate, 40* 
60 pounds of 27-32 per cent dry 
matter 
corn 
silage, 
and 
3- 
pounds of alfalfa hay. 
Abrupt change from soybean 
oil meal to Dehy-100 supple­ 
mented grain rations did not 
significantly affect production, 
the researchers say. However, 
abruptly inserting Dehy-100 into 
a July ration of freshly cut al­ 
falfa soilage did reduce grain 
intake. 
The scientists reason that un-! 
der these conditions the critical 
physiological level for readily!

Conrad and Hibbs have found 
that the urea in the Dehy-100 
pellet is released more slowly 
the rumen.

V), or Hygromycin B (not to be 
used 48 hours before slaughter), 
or cadmium anthranilate (not 
to be used 30 days before 
slaughter), or sodium fluoride. 
A second worming may be de­ 
sirable 21 days after the origin­ 
al treatment. 
For nodular worm, the use of 
piperazine, Hygromycin B, or 
dichlorvos (Atgard V) is recom­ 
mended. For the whipworm, 
dichlorvos (Atgard V) is the 
recommended treatment. 
A fourth worm, called the 
lungworm (Metastrongylus) 
is 
best controlled by the preven­ 
tion of eating of earthworms 
(that 
serve 
as 
intermediate 
hosts) by ringing pigs or moving 
them to a confined concrete 
feeding floor, or use of well- 
drained temporary pastures. 
If pastures are infected, fal­ 
low for a month before plowing. 
Dry lots near buildings that 
have been in continuous use 
should be treated as above and 
used in alternate years to re­ 
duce parasite build-up. 
The standard procedure is to 
simply treat pigs to eliminate 
these problems.

GREEN WARTS 
Silv er maple (water maple) 
leav es are infested with maple 
bladder g alls no w.

The g alls are caused by a 
small mite that feeds o n the 
leav es. They may be co ntro lled 
by a reco mmended insecticide 
at budding . 
WOODTICKS 
If a wo o dtick beco mes attach­ 
ed the simplest metho d o f re­ 
mo v ing it is to g rasp it and 
g iv e it a steady pull but no t 
so hard that y o u break o ff the 
mo uthparts and leav e them in 
the wo und. 
There is no certain way to 
make a tick detach his mo uth 
parts.

GREEN WARTS 
Silver maple (water maple) 
leaves are infested with maple 
bladder galls now. These warts 
on the upper surface of the 
leaves will be green, then pink, 
then black before summer is 
over.

The galls are caused by a 
small mite that feeds on the 
leaves. They may be controlled 
by a recommended insecticide 
at budding. 
WOODTICKS 
lf a woodtick becomes attach­ 
ed the simplest method of re­ 
moving it is to grasp it and 
give it a steady pull but not 
so hard that you break off the 
mouthparts and leave them in 
the wound. 
There is no certain way to 
make a tick detach his mouth 
parts. A drop of chloroform, 
carbon tetrachloride, ether, ben­ 
zene, vaseline or fingernail pol­ 
ish rubbed over it will some­ 
times help remove it. It may 
take a few minutes for either 
of these to work. 
Touching a Righted cigarette 
or hot needle to the tick may 
also cause him to loosen his 
hold. 
An antiseptic should always 
be applied to a tick bite. If you 
touched the tick with the bare 
hands, be sure and wash them. 
The tick’s secretion may con­ 
tain I to 8 tick diseases.

U.S. To Help 


Feed Vietnam 


Army Families 


DA NANG, Vietnam (AP) — 
The United States agreed Friday 
to help feed the families of South 
Vietnam’s armed forces in the 
next year with a subsidy of $42 
million worth of commodities to 
be sold them at greatly reduced 
prices. 
Receipts from the sales will 
be used to build up the com- 
misary system of the South Viet­ 
namese armed forces, a spokes 


on Thursday and Friday. Since 
Saturday, May 20, and Sunday 
May 21, were also favorable, 
farmers made good progress 
during the last four days. This 
is reflected in the estimates of 
progress in this report. 
Nearly 85 per cent of the re­

THE CONSUMPTION of con 
laminated grain, roughage, or 
water can also result in pest­ 
icides in the milk. Even breath­ 
ing spray will put some taint 
in the milk. Also, watch direct 
contamination of milk or milk­ 
ing utensils. Here are a few 
rules to remember: 
1. Be sure feed does not con­ 
tain objectionable residues. 
2. Do not feed plant refuse 
containing persistant pesticide 
residues (or allow cows to graze 
or treated corn fields). 
3. Be sure heifers or herd re­ 
placements have not been fed 
contaminated feed or feed im­ 
properly treated with insect­ 
icides. Insecticides are easily 
stored in body fat and may be 
excreted slowly over long peri­ 
ods. 
Here are some pesticides and 
insecticides that are not to be 
used by the dairyman, accord­ 
ed to the Ohio State University 
and the USHA: DDT, BHC, 
dieldrin, aldrin (except as pre­ 
plan! or corn grown ofr gram), 
heptachlor (except as pre-plant 
cm corn grown for grain), el* 
drin, TDE, lindane. 
Also remember, dairymen, be 
cautious in the use of herbicides, 
feed additives, and drugs so 
that resdues will not appear 
in milk.

CINCINNATI (AP)—Workmen 
succeeded Friday in removing 
one barge, but three of four 
gates at the 
Markland, Ind. 
dam on the Ohio River remain­ 
ed jammed open by sunken 
barges. 
The jamming of the gates 
has allowed a tree flow of the 
river and had reduced the water 
level at the huge dam to such 
an extent that river traffic has 
been halted. 
A ssistantLock master Howard 
Gibson said there are about 
four tows with the barges both 
below and above the dam which 
can not move through. 
The river tows and barges 
haul millions of tons of coal, 
steel, 
chemicals 
and 
other 
freight along the river. 
Gibson said the barge remov­ 


ed Friday had blocked gate No. 
4. Gates I, 2 and 5 still were 
blocked and could not be clos­ 
ed. 
Gibson said only “we’re 
working on it and we hope to 
get them cleared.” 
The barge at Gate 4 was 
lifted out by an overhead crane 


and moved upstream 
Gibson said the water level at 
the dam now is 17 feet below 
the normal that is necessary for 
towboat traffic.
